CSULB women are a rarity in engineering field 


The campus 
awarded 66 degrees.

For Hayley Surbaugh, a freshman 
civil engineering major, being one of 
only two women in an engineering 
class of 40 people has become a norm. 

Surbaugh is among a small number 
of women pursuing engineering as a 
major. 

“You're definitely outnumbered,” 
Surbaugh said. “It’s not a big deal, 
though. I feel like I’m making a state- 
ment that girls can do it too.” 


In the 2010-11 school year, out of 
the 400 students getting their bach- 
elor’s of science in engineering at 
Cal State Long Beach, only 66 were 
women. This number is consider- 
ably small compared to other de- 
partments that have nearly an equal 
percentage of male and female stu- 
dents. : 
Surbaugh said that she has to 
show that she is tough in a male- 
dominated industry, 

“You definitely need to be strong- 
minded and be able to stand up for 
yourself,’ Surbaugh said. “People 
will tell you, ‘You can’t do it’ You 
just have to say ‘That’s nice,’ and 
prove them wrong.”

CSU, CFA 
talks break 


down 


Faculty will 

protest executive 
compensation at 
today’s BOT meeting.

Bargaining between the Cal State 
University and the California Faculty 
Association broke down Saturday, two 
days after the groups resumed negotia- 
tions. 

The two sides are blaming each 
other for the stall, with the CFA accus- 
ing the CSU of “flip-flopping” and the 
CSU saying the faculty union “walked 
out of negotiations ... without offering 
any counter proposals.” 

According to Gail Brooks, CSU 
vice chancellor of human resources, 
the only remaining issue between the 
two sides is union leave time for the 
CFA president and political action 
committee positions. : 

But the CFA disagrees. 

According to Alice Sunshine, a 
CFA spokeswoman, there are still a 
“whole number of issues” left to dis- 
cuss, including faculty workload or 
class sizes. 

“We feel [these issues] are really im- 
portant,” Sunshine said. 

The next step in bargaining involves 
the introduction of a neutral party fact- 
finder. This fact-finder will hear argu- 
ments from both groups and then make 
a recommendation based on these ar- 
guments. 

After the fact-finder releases its rec- 
ommendations, the CSU is allowed to 
make its last offer to the faculty union. 
If the union rejects this offer, legally it 
can strike. 

The CFA overwhelmingly approved 
a strike authorization last week. 


Faculty protest 

The CFA also plans to engage in 
a “peaceful protest” at today’s CSU 
Board of Trustees meeting. 

The protest will focus primarily on 
the “priority” the board gives to “rais-

Associated Students Inc. approved a 
proposed bylaw amendment on its first 
and second reading that would increase 
student presence on the Isabel Patterson 
Child Development Center (IPCDC) 
committee at the Senate meeting on 
Wednesday. 

The proposed bylaw amendment 
requires the IPCDC committee to in- 
crease its number of meetings and stu- 
dent-at-large representatives. 

The committee is made up of 10 
members, voting and non-voting, who 


are either appointed by the Senate or 
chosen through an application process. 

The committee is responsible for all 
decisions made regarding the IPCDC, 
including student and priority enroll- 
ment. a 

The current bylaw only requires the 
IPCDC committee to meet once during 
the fall and once during the spring. 

If the bylaw is passed on its final 
reading Wednesday, the IPCDC com- 
mittee will meet once every month un- 
til the end of the school year. 

“A more effective committee will 
only result in better, effective facilities 
as a whole,” Senator for the College of 
Education Rosa Valle said. 

Valle, chair of the committee, said 
she plans to discuss the roles of the 
committee members and review par- 
ent evaluations at the beginning of next 
school year’s meeting. 

Valle authored the proposed bylaw 
amendments and worked with ASI Ex- 
ecutive Director Richard Haller to re- 
write the bylaws. 

By increasing the number of meet- 


ings, the IPCDC committee hopes to 
thoroughly review the facilities and 
prepare the IPCDC for an audit. 

“fIn addition to having three stu- 
dent-at-large representatives], we also 
wanted to add a member to the com- 
mittee, an alumni representative, which 
should be appointed by the Alumni 
Association Board of Directors,” Valle 
said via email. 

There is currently one student-at- 
large representative serving on the 
IPCDC committee. 

The purpose of increasing the num- 
ber of student representatives to three 
is to allow more student opinions to be 
heard on the committee, according to 
Valle. 

Valle said these changes were pro- 
posed to increase the efficiency of the 
committee and increase transparency 
between the IPCDC and the students. 

“It is paramount that we have a 
strong student voice on the commit- 
tee, seeing as to how we are dedicated 
to serving our students who have chil- 
dren,” Valle said. 


Student petition fights budget cuts 


The CSULB Democrats 
are working to gain - 
enough signatures to 
pass the petition.

The Cal State Long Beach Demo- 
crats have been advocating for the Mid- 
dle Class Scholarship Act, which would 
potentially cut college fees for middle 
class students by two-thirds. 

California State Assembly Speaker 
John Perez introduced the petition as 
a solution to budget cuts and tuition 
hikes. ‘ 

“It’s important for this petition to 

- be passed,” said Victoria Chung, vice 
president of the CSULB Democrats. 
“College fees can be decreased by 
two-thirds if a person’s parents make 
$150,000 or less. This applies to all 
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CSU and UC students.” 

If the bill is passed, about 150,000 
Cal State University students will re- 
ceive the Middle Class Scholarship and 
save more than $4,000 per year. 

Additionally, more than 42,000 stu- 
dents from the University of California 
system will save up to $8,000 per year, 
according to the Middle Class Scholar- 
ship website. 

Jamie McLaughlin, president of the 
CSULB Democrats, said she is hope- 
ful this petition will be passed and will 
help several students with the college 
funding. 

McLaughlin and Chung said they 
want CSULB as a whole to be more 
politically involved and promote acts, 
like this, that will help the student 
body. 

“The issues that students need to be 
more aware of are that politics matter,” 
Chung said. “College students every- 
where are being pushed aside and get- 
ting funding cut because no one fights 
for their own education.” 

The act will be funded by eliminat- 
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ing a $1 billion corporate tax loophole 
that enables out-of-state corporations 
to lower the California tax bill, accord- 
ing to the website. 

“The head chapter of the College 
Democrats of California made it their 
priority that all the other clubs within 
the state knew about this act,’ Chung 
said. “It would make college a lot more 
affordable.” 

The club has been asking students 
to sign the paper and online petition to 
help promote the act’s visibility. 

Besides helping the bill pass, the club 
has been successful in putting together 
other programs, such as the Move to 
Amend the Constitution on campus, 
and endorsing local politicians, such 
as Al Austin of the 8th District of Long 
Beach. 

“It sounds like a good idea,” said 
Michael Martinez, a sophomore biol- 
ogy major, who signed the petition. 
“Several students from low income 
families are not able to afford college. 
We definitely need help to make it more 
affordable.”

Well before Cal State Long Beach 
Jazz Ensemble director Christine Guter 
arrives at rehearsal, each member has 
already warmed up. 

Exceptional leadership and dedica- 
tion have led the jazz ensemble Pacific 


Standard Time (PST) to receive world- 
wide recognition. 

“Our rehearsals are extremely fo- 
cused. but still really fun,’ ensemble 
member Jan Brekke said. “I am learn- 
ing ways to best serve the music. When 
you approach it with that attitude, the 
ego is left at the door.” 

This year, PST was awarded several 
recognitions in DownBeat Magazine, 
the leading jazz publication in the 
world, according to Guter. 

“Tt’s pretty astounding to be listed 
above the University of Miami, Western 
Michigan University or the University 
of North Texas,” Guter said. “These are 
world-renowned jazz schools, so it’s re- 


ally quite an honor to receive that ap- 
preciation.” . 

Each year the publication has student 
music awards in which student record- 
ings are judged by professionals from 
around the world. This year, the en- 
semble was recognized as the top vocal 
jazz group in the U.S. and won the Col- 
legiate Graduate Vocal Jazz category 
for the second year in a row. 

Individual members of PST have 
been recognized as well. Ensemble 
member Olga Kulchytska won the 
outstanding performance award in the 
Blues Pop Rock soloist category. 

The group rehearses three times a 
week for several hours.a day. 


“As a group, we don’t accept some- 
thing until we’re satisfied,’ Brekke 
said. “It can be really intense, but the 
best part is that we can really rely on 
each other. When you have 12 people 
and they each have a microphone, it’s 
not like a choir with 300 people. We 
have to be ready because we are so 
much more exposed.” 

Brekke said the success of the group 
depends on Guter’s exceptional leader- 
ship, and his ensemble members agree. 

“(Working with Guter] has truly 
changed my life, changed everything 
about how I view music,” Melody Tib- 
bits, a senior music education major, 
said. “I know more about the logistical 


and technical aspects, but I know deep- 
er the emotional connection and mean- 


-ing in the lyrics that I sing.” 


Tibbits said that working with Guter 
and being a member of PST has af- 
fected every aspect of her life. She sees 
Guter as a mentor and friend and has 
grown and evolved during her experi- 
ence with PST. 

“The knowledge and depth that 
Christine Guter puts behind everything

completely new aspect of music,” Tib- 
bits said.

At CSULB, only four of the 19 full- 
time faculty professors in engineering 
are women. 

“There’s really not much difference 
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when it comes to the passion and qual- 
ity of teaching between a male and a fe- 
male professor,” Maya said. “I respect 
the intellect of my professors.” 

Surbaugh and Maya still have four to 
five years at CSULB in a six-year engi- 
neering program, but they are excited 
to be a part of it. 

Maya said she wants to design ma- 
chines and machine parts. 


“T want to work for Boeing one day 
and do great things,” Maya said. “But I 
am young, so I am keeping my options 
for any possibilities.”

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Student interns deserve pay for entry-level work 


In order to get a worthwhile job 
after graduation, students need intern- 
ships to gain experience. Internships 
help students grow in their respective 
fields, as well as guide them towards 
their 
future 
careers. 

On the 
flip side, interns have become more 
valuable to the companies they work 
for and it’s not because businesses 
need more interns to fetch coffee for 
their top employees. Instead, com- 
panies are using interns to complete 
entry-level jobs free of charge. 

This trend of businesses using their 
unpaid interns to complete entry-level 
work has grown because it saves the 
business money. 

Why would a company search for 
permanent workers when the universi- 
ties provide a fresh crop of eager 
students who are willing to trade their 
salaries for experience every semester? 
In a money crunch, businesses will al- 
ways choose the route that saves them 
the most money. 

Businesses have found it easy to 
take advantage of unpaid interns. 
Interns feel lucky to have earned their 
position and work hard in hopes of 
getting a job offer once their internship 
is over. 

But, job turnover rates are not as 
high as they once were. The job offers 
that stood as the light at the end of the 
tunnel are being extinguished. It does 
not matter how well an intern performs 
if there are no job openings available. 
Businesses will squeeze whatever they 
can from an intern until they eventu- 
ally replace them. But, some interns 
are fighting back. 

Last year, former interns began su- 
ing companies for making them work 
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entry-level positions without pay. 

Frustrated by having to work over 50 hours per week, the interns 
filed lawsuits claiming businesses were violating state and federal 
labor laws by having them work full-time without compensation. 

If the former interns win this battle, it will send a big statement 
to companies who take advantage of their unpaid interns. 

It makes sense to pay interns money for the time and effort they 
put into a company. ied 

The intern is providing a service for the company and the com- 


pany should have to pay for it. Especially since paid employees are 
usually paid for some of the work interns do. 

However, interns could be shooting themselves in the foot by 
demanding compensation. 

It is hard enough to get a quality internship. But, the beauty of 
internships is that they allow. for inexperienced students to get a 
chance to learn. It is less of a risk for a company to hire an unpaid 
intern. If the intern fails, the company does not lose any money. 

Furthermore, if all internships are compensated, businesses will 


look for more qualified candidates to fill the positions. This will 
take away opportunities from students looking to gain experience 
because they will be looked over for more experienced candidates. 

It is unfair to make people work so hard without compensation. 
Making money is tough when all your time and energy goes into a 
job without pay. 

If more interns continue to sue their companies and win, it could 
possibly change to the way internships are run. Finding a great 
internship could become harder, but the reward will be greater. 


Beastie Boys’ Adam Yauch leaves unforgettable hip-hop legacy 


The world lost an important member of music 
history on Friday. Adam Yauch MCA of the 
Beastie Boys died a few days ago after a long 

fight with cancer. 

Their most recent album Hot Sauce Committee 
Part Two was released in May of last year after a 
two-year delay due to Yauch’s illness. 

The Beastie Boys were an important group in 
music. They proved that above everything else, if 
you are genuinely having fun and being yourself 
on a record, people will listen. This is why people. 
were willing to buy hip-hop albums released by 
three goofball white guys without questioning 
it. Music, especially in the rap genre is all about 
image these days, and the Beastie’s image was 
just three guys being themselves. They never

Their 1989 record Paul’s Boutique was one 
of the first albums to almost exclusively feature 
samples.

People from the 80s really 
felt the impact of that death because they grew up 
listening to Michael before his surgeries and his 
tabloid antics. The Beastie Boys are barely part of 
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my generation, but I didn’t even think about one 
of them being gone forever until it happened. 

Nothing makes you feel older than watching 
your heroes grow old. MCA’s death has made me 
realize that I will eventually have to watch all my 
childhood heroes die, and I should make sure to 
appreciate them while I still can. 

The Beastie Boys proved that musicians do 


not have to remain in the same genre that radio 


stations or society in general put them in. They 
made an undeniable impact on the world of rock 
music and rap music, and they continued to make 
creative and playful albums well into their 40s. 
MCA was a game-changer, and he will be missed.

The tribal drums were beating fu- 
riously as fans anticipated Coldplay, 
Incubus and The Offspring.

Kinsel helps put | 
LBSU rugby on map 


The senior team 
captain led his 
team its first league 
championship.

The Long Beach State rugby team 
and its captain, Matt Kinsel, have 
worked a long time to call themselves 
league champions. On April 7, they ac- 
complished that goal by defeating Pep- 
perdine 40-10. 

LBSU clinched the league title on 
their fourth try, scored by Kinsel in his 
final year at Long Beach State. Kinsel’s 
successful attempt gave the team an ex- 
tra point and the title. 

For Kinsel, this was something to cel- 
ebrate. It was his first scoring attempt in 
league competition in his four years of 
playing rugby for Long Beach State, and 
it was at the most important time. 

“T honestly didn’t think too much 
about it at the time...it hadn’t really hit 
me,” Kinsel said. “After the game when 
I realized it was that fourth try that we 
needed to secure league I guess it was a 
pretty cool moment.” 

Kinsel’s friends’ dad had played 
rugby at the University of California, 


so they came up with the idea to start a 
team of their own. 

Kinsel has now been playing rugby 
since he was in seventh grade. He was 
playing youth football in Lafayette when 
he first became interested in the sport. 

He wasn’t sold on rugby in his first 
few weeks of playing as he didn’t quite 
grasp the rules of the game at the be- 
ginning, but his parents insiSted that 
he stick with it. Kinsel fell in love with 
the game and went on to play for Dé La 
Salle high school in Concord, Ca, and 
eventually at LBSU. 

He has now realized the life-long 
positive impact the sport has had on 
him. 

“Tt really just builds a level of deter- 
mination ‘and responsibility that I think 
is really helpful in life’ Kinsel said. 
“Particularly in the games where you 


get beat up, you have a chance to learn 


a lot about yourself.” 

He added: “No matter how bad it may 
get, it ain’t over ‘til 80 minutes are up, 
and you’ve got to do what you’ve got to 
do to come back...or at least fight back.” 

Kinsel also says that he is more re- 
sponsible with his time, he realizes the 
importance of taking care of his body, 
rehabbing correctly, and caring about 
other people. 

He says the attitude it takes to be suc- 
cessful playing rugby is similar in life: 

“There are times where you wanna 
throw your hands up and quit, but you 
know what that pit in your stomach will

feel like if you do,” Kinsel said. “It just 
drives you to be a winner. If you’ve 
got that drive, you’ve got it in sports, in 
life...in whatever.” 

Kinsel has suffered some injuries 
playing rugby, with his worst happen- 
ing on tour with the ‘Niners team in 
England. 

It was the summer of 2009, the first 
game of the tour, and the first 10 min- 
utes of the game. Kinsel injured his 
shoulder, but finished the game and 
played the next two before realizing 
his injury was a torn ligament forcing

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him to sit out fer the remainder of the 
season. 
“Well, it’s no fun being on the side- 


~ line for a season,” he said. “There was 


never a time where I debated whether or 
not to come back...my mind never left 
the team or the game.” : 

Kinsel has been captain of the rugby 
for three years, and is well respected by 
both players and coaches. 

“Being the captain of the team is a 
huge honor,” he said. “[It’s] incredibly 
humbling.” 

While the LBSU rugby team may not 
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be an NCAA sanctioned sport, Kinsel 
said that he and his team play with the 
same intensity, and have the same goals 
in mind. See 

“We play with a lot of passion and 
get along really well,” he said. Kinsel 
“We play with a tough attitude, and 
have a lot have a lot of heart.” 

The 49ers finished their season rank- 
ing No. 6 nationally after a strong post- 
season push. The defeated No. 4 Sierra 
14-11 in the Sweet 16, but then dropped 
34-13 decision to Utah Valley. in the 
next round.
